Bowling Green, Kt., Aug. TO. 
Editors Louisville Courier: On Saturday night, ! 
the Slat ult., the house of John Graham was en- 1 - 

tered, and a considerable amount of silver ware 
and other articles were stolen therefrom. A re- ^ 
ward of fifty dollars was offered by Mr. Graham j 
for the thief. On last Saturday night, a week after 
the robbery, a white man, hailing from your city, 1 
by the name of George Harrison Howard, a cooper 
by trade, left in company with a woman who had 
been in the employment of Mr. Graham, another 
woman, and a man belonging to Mr. N. Loring.— 
They procured a skiff, and after packing up their 
tools, together with their stoleu goods, started for 
parts unknown. They were seen to pass down the 
river, and a company started in pursuit of them. 
Thev were overhauled near Lock No.l, and as soon 
as they discovered their pursuers, they commen- 
ced throwing their stolen treasure overboard, to- 
gether with, as this man Howard says, e box con- 
taining counterfeit money, and tools for making 
it. The negroes were taken, and after having five 
shots fired at him, Howard landed and made his 
escape. The negroes were brought to town on 
Monday evening, and put in jail. A reward of 
several hundred dollars was offered for the Greeley - 
ite, and a oompany left town in pursuit of him. 
They found him, and arrested him He was 
brought to town this morning, where the intensest 
excitement prevailed. Many men were for hang- 
ing him right off, without judge or jury. He was 
taken into the court house, whereupon J tio Burnam, 
Judge Hines and John Graham addressed the 
crowd, imploring the people to let the law take its 
course. Mr J. C. Wilkins, a prominent lawyer 
here, also spoke, and told them that he would 
volunteer his services as a lawyer to prosecute 
Howard, but contended for the execution of the 
law. A writ was served upon Howard, and he 
was put upon trial — bis Honor, Judge Hines, pre- 
siding. After a careful investigation^the Judge re- 
quired bail of him on five charges, in tbe sum of 
$2,000 each, in default of which be was commit- 
ted, well ironed, to jail, to await his trial.

ARRIVAL OF THE STEAMSHIP ST. LOUIS 

New Y’oha, Aug. 11. — The steamship St. Louis, 
from Aspiuwall, has arrived. She left on the al- 
ternoou of the 3d, and brings California dates of 
the 20th ult. The steamship Star of the West left 
Aspinwall at the same time for this port, via Key 
West, with the mails, and $1,500,000 in treasure, 
from San Francisco. 

Upwards ol $1,800,000 in gold, including $2,50” 
from the Frazer river mines, came down, destined 
for England. 

The advices from Frazer river continued to be 
favorable, and the emigration as brisk as ever, 
though the excitement had somewhat subsided. — 
Other gold discoveries are reported further North, 
ou the other side of Frazer’s pass. 

The Olympa Pioneer states that in the attack 
before reported, made by Ihe Indians upon a party 
of miners going up the Columbia river, there were 
18 whites and more than 100 Indians killed. 

There has been a collision between the Mercer 
Mining Co., in Mariposa county, and some of Col. 
Fremont’s men. The mining company made an 
armed attack upon Fremont’s men, who were ma- 
king a lead quarry at the Pine Tree drift. Fro 
mont’s men defended themselves, holding posses 
sion of the place, with arms in their hands, for 
several days. An application was finally made to 
the Governor, who was preparing to call out the 
military, when the assailants withdrew, leaving 
Col. Fremont’s men in possession. 

The steamer Commodore, which left San Fran- 
cisco on the 8th of July for Victoria, had returned 
in a sinking condition. She had a large freight 
and many passengers. 

The California markets are not quite so firm, 
owing to many arrivals from the States and the 
heavy importations of tbe fortnight. There was, 
however, a heavy demand for cured meats and 
flour until within a few days, when it fell otf, 
owing to rather discouraging advices from Frazer 
river. Coal, whicti had further advanced on the 
opening of the fortnight, met with a heavy de- 
cline towards the close, owing to the withdrawal 
of two steamers from the f’rnzer river route. 
There have been large transactions in coffee, all 
of which is sold into second hands, aud held for 
au advance. Mackerel aud codfish had experi- 
enced a fair business. Provisions of all kinds 
bad advanced, particularly pork and bacon, of 
which large purchas s had been made of lots to 
arrive. Butter is drooping. Lard has heavily de- 
clined. Rice is also lower. Sugars are dronpin 
with large stocks on hand. 

Nearly forty vessels hare left Sau Francisco 
during the fortnight for the new gold diggings. 

A strong contention had arisen among the 
Democrats of California for the possession of the 
nominating convention, the contest being be- 
tween the Douglas men under Mr. Broderick, und 
the friends of the Administration.

Holders 
of the manufactured articles from hemp exhibit more 
firmness than heretofore, while the stocks on Land are 
materially reduced. The supply of flour is light, which 
enhances prices, and we remark but limited receipts of 
wheat, the price of which is well sustained. Various 
other articles have slightly advanced, as trill be noted 
in our summary annexed. Groceries contiuue firm, 
with considerable receipts of coffee rrom the East. 

The weather during the past week has been excessive- 
ly warm, relieved with but a alight shower of rain, and 
to day it was clear, and the thermometer Indicated about 
as warm weather as we have had this season. The river 
has been fluctuating — rhing a little and falling a little, 
lieing at a tolerable low stage, too low for heavy boats, 
but at a fail stage for light ones, with but moderate ship- 
ments, as the rates of freights have been enhanced, 
checking shipments.
